lightened civilized povernment like that of 
France, and we shall be glad to see the 
report contirmed, We are somewhat 
dubious as to whether this programme 
can followed’ out completely, as 
“at this distance from the centre of 
Government so many plausible excuses 
can be made, and time expended, in com. 
plying: with Instructions in such a manner 
as to nullify’ the intentions of the central 
Government. Morvoyer history, we are 
Korry ta sity, affords us many simifar 
axanyplos of territorial avrandisement ac- 
quired ina similar manner to the conquest 
of Tonquin by the French? However, we 
understand the Vrench authorities there 
are making, a show of bLowini to the in- 
structions from Paris, and although no 
satisfactory amends can now be made for 
the unnecessary bloodshed and sacrifice 
of life oveasioned by the ruthless and high 
handed proceedings of thelr military, 
much can be done If they really wish 
ty restore the confidence which ‘thelr 
brutal actions destroyed; and itis there- 
fore with pleasure that we hear of 
Hanoi haying buen handed back to the 
Annamese authorities, and of the appoint- 
mantof the nephew of the king as its govern- 
or. From the accounts which have reached 
tus concerning this affairit would scem that 
the responsibility of these aggressive acts 
restsentirely with the military commandant, 
who was a Colonel or Major in the “grand 
arniy.”” and who apparently was thirsting 
for military renown, and laboring under the 
belief that he was doing something which 
would add to the glury of France. We

“OTHELLO” ALT THE CITY HALL. 
. ——+—-— ‘ 
Shakespere’s grand tragedy, Othello, was re- 
presented by the Bandmann-Beaudet Combina- 
tion at the Theatre Royal, City Hall, last night, 
to “a beggarly array of empty benches.” To 
some extent the unfavorable weather would no 
doubt account for the very poor audience,; but it 
cannot ‘be disguised that the miserably mean 
policy adopted by the management has disgusted 
the general public, and alienated from’ Mr, 
Bandinann the support of the most ardent 
admirers of the drama, It must ‘surely be 
a false cconomy which grudges a few 
doltars per pight to provide something in 
the shape of an orchestra ; however, Mr. Band- 
mann is presumably the best judge of what is 
most advantageous for his own’ interests, At 
any rate there was no pianist last night,.and no 
explanation offered why this’ necessary adjunct 
toa pleasant. entestafnment. was not provided, 
Tt was, no doitht, n-mistaken case of “Thrift, 
Horatio,” a line of policy unfortunately Identified 
with the great actor-manager wherever he has 
condescended to shine resplendent as a‘ sun. 
Whilst on ‘the subject of orchestras, in com- 
mon honesty we. are compelled to take back 
certain, expressions, ‘severely ‘censuring two, 
gentlemen, professional musicians in Hong- 
kong, which appeared in: our critical notice of 
the performance of The Merchant of Venice.

have expected that it possibly couldbe. Othello 
is a difficult tragedy to represciit, in fact so difti- 
cult as to be far beyond the power of any scratch 
company to do anything like adequate justice to 
its great nicrits as one of the grandest of Shake- 
spere’s works. Still there were certain points 
in the performance now under review which 
deserve a word of praise, It- was certainly a, 
bold undertaking for a modern comedy actor 
like Mr. D’Orsay Ogden to attempt such an 
exacting. role As the Moor, and it speaks 
volumes for that gertleman’s ability that he suc. 
ceeded so well, in consistently carrying out a 
very scholarly and intelligent conception. We 
have scen—and read of—many different concep- 
tions of the character of Othello. It is stated 
that Edmund Kean made the Moor wildly fierce 
shalf tiger, half human ; Kemble appeared as 
4 man of ripe age, completely carried away by 
the violence of his passion, and in later days 
Phelps—whose Othello was probably his greatest 
‘Shakesperean tragic part—in many respects fol. 
lowed ‘Kemble’s ideal ; whilst’ Macready repre- 
sented the character'as an Arab of the days ofthe 
Abencerrages—clegant .and chivalric, Charles 
‘Kean, Walter Montgomery, and: Fechter more 
or less followed Macready, and Barry Sullivan, 
Edwin Booth; and Henry Irving have taken . 
Phelps, or rather the traditions of John Phillip ! 
Kemble as theic model, of course altering and: 
modernising many important points in that 
stately actor's impersonation, Salvini, who has 
justly carned a great reputation by his powerful 
and impressive acting as Othello, would appear 
to have followed the elder Kean’s conceptian, 
the Italian actor's Moor being a marvel of savage 
ferocity. Mr, D'Orsay Ogden last night in many 
parts reminded us, strongly'of Pliclps, although ° , 
of course lacking the extraordinary power, And 
finished clocution of that grand old actor, ‘This 
lack of power, and a somewhat jerky style of 
clocution, are Mr, Ogden’s worst faults. In all 
other respects his Othello was an admirable im- 
personation, evincing careful study, anda thorough 
appreciation of the lights and shades of the char- 
acter. Jn his address to the Senators, Mr. Ogden, 
was forcible if somewhat undignified, and he made 
the Moor appear more servile’ in his manners 
towards his “very noble and approved good 
masters" than was altogether consistent with the 
meaning of the lines, However, these are only 
minor faults, which could be’ casily eradicated, 
and which have little. bearing on the. intrinsic 
merits of one of the best representations, from an 
attistic standpoint, of the present season, =, 
* It may be accepted as q generally understood 
stage doctrine, that,.so far as the iain idea of ° 1 
the character is ‘concerned, there are two. 
distinct and separate ways. of ‘representing 
Tago, One is ‘that obtrusive presentment 
of diabolical villany,, which makes Othello 
an idiot to be blind to such patent rascality; the 
other is the accomplished hypocrite—a gay, light 
hearted monster, a careless, cordial, yoodnatured, 
scheming villain. The latter conception, which 
‘we take to be the: kind of man intended by 
Shakespere, belongs to Edmund’ Kean, and in 
modern times we have seen Fechter, successfully 
following in the footsteps-of that great genuise 
Professor Morley in writing of Fechter’s Lago ob- 
served :— He is careful even to mark—what is 
so seldom marked in the acting—Lago's gradual 
though ready passage, ted by circumstance, from 
crime to crime, until the climax of the tragedy he 
works. A thoroughly Italian quickness and 
vivacity of movement, which is said to have 
been a character of Kenn’s Iago, is also onc 
of the strong points inthe Jago of Mr. Fechter. 
Nobody can be more instant to obey a bidding, | 
more animated in attention, quick in perception, . 
When he Jeaves Othello in torment of mind his 
fingers cast at him behind his back a swift 
Italian gesture of contempt, instantly followed by 
‘servile obeisance at the threshold as Othello 
turns his face. Sometimes the vivacity of gesture 
leads toa queationnble ihterpretation ofa passage; + 
but so much of what is new in Mr. Fechter’s 
manner bears consideration, and may justify 
itself, while the whole reading #3 $0 just, so free 
Srom tricks of tuterpretition, and so smoothly « ‘ 
coherent—as a part well played always must 
be—that I think it is far better than his Othello, 
and prefer it to his Hamlet. “The passages 
we have underlined are respectfully commended 
to the notice of Mr, Bandmann, Mr. Bandmann's 
Tago is not the Iago of Edinund Kean and Charles 
Fechter, but is more like a villain of the Mae 
phistophelian stamp ;.in fact,the actor gets him- 
self up to closely resemble the Mephistopheles of 
the operatic stage.

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| PIRATICAL ATTACK ON A JUNK IN 
, THE CANTON RIVER, 
fe St, 
Chan Awiny, «fisherman, was charged, with 
others not in custody, before Mr. Wodehouse, 
this morning, with piratically attacking, the com: 
plainant’s junk in the Canton River on the tgth 
instant, and stealing property valued at $69. The 
complainant, Ho Achun, : scaman, said he was 
semployed on hoard a fruit trading junk running 
between Shik Lung and Canton, ‘The master was 
on board, the crew nimbering eight in all. 
™ On the ryt instant about riam,, the junk left 
Shik Lung for Canton with a cargo of fruit. Shik 
Lung is on a tributary of the Canton River, and 
joids that river ata place called Po Lo, a short 
distance below Whampoa. ‘They reached Po 
Lo about 5 pan. the same day, and as they were 
coming out into the river, they saw two flat bouts, 
‘ without masts, pulling into the tributary just as 
they were sailing out of it, ‘The two boats were 
paddling along side by side, and when about 
20 fect from the fruit junk, they called out for 
the latter to lower her sails, at (he same time point- 
ing muskets at those on board, The sails being 
lowered, the pirate boats came alongside, one 
‘on cach side, six of the pirates boarding the junk, 
‘Three of thei had swords, two of them stinkpots, 
, one being unarmed. Witness was standing on 
the bow of the junk with two or thice others of 
the crew, the remainder ofthe crew being standing - 
aft sos to leave a clear space inthe middle 
for the thieves ta take away the goods. He 
could see all the men plainly,and should be able 
to identify three of them easily., ‘The defendant 
was one of them and was one of the two who 
carried’stinkpots, As soon as the pirates boarded, . 
: they commenced transferring the junk property to 
their boats. ‘They took away seven brindlus of 
clothing, the greater part of 35 baskets of anan- 
goes, and 12 bundles ofraw cotton of socattics cach. 
In all they took away property to the value of 
about 352. After they had finished the transfer 
« , Of property, they left the junk and continued their 
7. Passage up the creck, while the fruit junk went on 
to Canton. ‘They did not report the matter at Can- 
ton, None of the pirates, of wham there were about 
12 in all, offered any violence. They commanded 
no noise to be made, and as witness's boat was 
without weapons, no resistance, was offered, the’ 
pirates being allowed to do as they liked. They 
reached Canton carly on thé morning of the sth 
instant. Being only employed on board the 
junk for the voyage, and his place of residence 
being Hongkong, witness returned here'the same 
morning by the: steamer from Canton, Just 
after the steamer started, he noticed the defen. 
*, dantand two others of the pirates sitting together 
_ on the Aween decks. They had the umbrelftt 
and two bundles of clothing produced with them. 
The wmbrella was his (witness's) property, -and 
was taken from the juyk by the pirates. He 
identified several articles named in’ the bundles 
of clothing as his property also. He kept 
quiet on the passage down, but on’ arriving 
in Hongkong, as the three Juen were about to
